on the streets on Siiiula.y. I'lic lion, ;m.|i- 
tlciiian explained tlu; vni ioii.s cl.-iu.se.s, and 
closed by sayiiiL; tliat theri! wum no neces- 
sity for tiilii to iliUte on tlie iiu'a.siii e, as 
it was woU understood and would, liu 
had no doubt, recoianvend itself to every 
membor of tho house. It was a l.ivv tliat 
had .strict observance in Oiit.-U'io and tlie 
other pi'oviiiL'es and there ooiikl be im 
ijuestioii that it would be a wi.se iiieasiiie 
to incorporate as a special statute. 

Mr. Alien wuuul havo to object 
to the whole raeasiiro.

But in this age 
of civilization and comiiiou sense it is 
surprising, to say tho least, that any uiiui 
or set of nioii Bhould be found, not only 
willing hut eager to curtail and traiii|ile 
on thu inherent, rights and privileges of 
their follow men. This kind of legi.slatidii 
may have been acceptable in the dark 
ages, l)iit un.selli.sh and fair-mindud iiieii, 
Bucli as constitute the great majority of 
our citizons, would rather not iiave it. 
Wo have heafd something (jf the Blue 
Laws of Connecticut, and, although this 
bill dons go qiiifH .so f.'ir as to [in.vi.nt ii 
mail from kissing lii^i wife on .Sunday, iis 
tlioy did, still it i.s a move in that direc- 
tion, and as such deserves no encourage- 
ment at our hands, it ban been said thai 
eternal vigilance is the price of liberty, 
but the truth ia liberty bas coat the world 
a great deal more than this. Etertml 
visjilance is essential to the preservation of 
our liberty, but lil)erty il.self, which i.s yd 
is hut a plant of tender growth, has bi'L'ii 
purchased at n terrible sacrilico of liiiiii;ui 
life, with untold iiiini.'iu sutieriiig. ,Alil- 
lioiis ujion millions of our fellow beings 
have been persecuted, tortured, slain, 
while endeavoring to secure to the 
world the blessings of intellechial 
light and frocdiiiu. Tlio iiicst iliabolical 
instruiiuuits of human torture wliicli the 
ingenuity of nmii is caj.alile of in veiitiii;^, 
Imvc becu used to hold mankind .subser- 
vient to thu will of tyiJiiiLs. And lieiicii

CONKLING STILL ALIYE. 

I'ho Ex-Senator Lingorlnr Bstween Llfo and 
Death— The Family at the Bedaiae Awult-^ 
In^ Hla Death.

Nkw .Yokk, April 17. — At 6:10 p. m. 
Kd. .Stoke.s came out of the house and was 
.at. niii'C sin-fOunded kiy an iiupiiriiig tiiid 
anxious cri;wd. Ho said: "i\lr. Coiikling 
is sinking very rapidly. Mrs. Cuukling 
and others aro at the bedside." Stokes 
was much ad'ectcd and hurried away. At- 
7:15 p. ni, it was announced that death 
was expected to occur within a few mo- 
ments. Dr. Fordycc Barker seeiiiod quite 
ovurcoiuo an he told the reliiirlers of the 
iiniieiidiiig dissolution of Roscoe Conk- 
ling. His eyes wore snfl'iised with tears, 
as lie had just come from tht ex-Sanator's 
bedside, and- his voice was huslcy with 
eiiKdion. He made no effort to conceal 
the fact that the death of the ex-Sonator 
was now expected at any moment. A 
feeling of sadness seems to hav'e spread 
among the guests of the Hofl'man and 
there is oppressive quietness among the 
crowds in the corridors. 

Dr. Barker issued the following ofiicial 
bulletin: "Mr. OonkUngia failtng fast. 
His lungs are fast filling up mth blood 
owing to the failure of tho heart, which 
has resulted from the gradual wasting 
away of tho vital powers." Dr. Barker 
wouhl not say delinitely how long Mr. 
Cunkliiig can live, but he suy» he cannot 
possibly survive th,e night. . . 

8:45 )}. m*: -Ool. Frederick A. 
Conkling, brother., of the ex-sen- 
ator, just caino out of the sick-room 
and denies that Mr. Conkling is 
dead, but says he cannot live twelve 
hours. ' 

The L.^rEST— Dr. Barker called shortly 
before 11 o'clock and left 11:15. He s,iid 
Mr. Conkling was unconscious and would 
not regain consciousness. His limbs .-no 
bocomuig cold and he has perceptibly no 
pulse. The doctor added that Mr. 
Conkling would probably die in two or 
throe hours. Judge Coxo, Mrs. Conkling,

THE SCHOOL BILL. 

The Act amending the Public School 
Act, 1885, and amending Acts, seoms to bo 
somewhat misunderstood, and in consu- 
quence, has come in for a largo amount 
of censure which it really does not deserve. 
AVhon it is remoniborcd tlmt the rovenuo 
of tho Province is loviod on to the extent 
of §111,000, which is each year being 
added to, for educational purposes, it 
would seem time that some means should 
be devised to meet this heavy drain upon 
our revenue. It is proposed that one- 
third of the salaries of the teachers em- 
ployed in the public schools of Victoriii, 
Now Westminster, Vancouver and Nanai- 
nio shall bo borne and paid by tho Jluui- 
cipal Corporations of those cities. TliLs, 
in a nut shell, is tho aim of tho bill which 
has passed its second reading. The pro- 
position does not aeoin to us to bo a very 
unreasoniiblo one. It is hardly fair that 
all portions of the Province should be 
taxed for advantages which accrue 
to particular portions of it olono. 
These latter are, too, privileged 
to charge a fee to pupils at- 
tending the High Schools, if deemed 
necessary, and in this way make up for 
the amount paid out for teachers' salaries. 
All tho rubbish about poor men's chil- 
dren beingdeprived of thobenotltsof agood 
education may " tickle tho ears of the 
groundlings," but sensible men will sec: 
in the amendment an effort on the part of 
the Government to give, all the children 
in the province an education, taking care 
that none shall 'bei unduly privileged at 
th9 experisiB of others. The coiuitry can 
not afford tlie. great oiiUay. of ' jlii.OpO 
under its present conditibns for even so 
desirable a cause as education; in this 
young, growhig Province there are other 
fields of action which need urgent as- 
sistance. We havo every confidence 
tho bill will pass tho House, and that as 
soon as it ia in working condition it will 
prove satisfactory to all portions of tho 
Province. U is because it is misunderstood 
that it is subjected to undue criticism. 
Judging by tho signs of thd times and the 
publicly expressed opinions of members, 
it was apt improbable, that an effort would 
be made tu do away with the High 
Schools altogether. Phis measure, whilo 
securing their retention, also meets tho 
objections of many lionorabln niemberB 
and the people whom thoy ro])ro3ent. 
The aiiiendniont, by which graduates o 
recognized British or Canadian uiiiversi 
ties, who have proceeded regularly to a 
degree, and .who have - satisfied the exam 
iners as to their knowledge of the art of 
teaching, and school discipline and man- 
agement, are permitted to enter tlie 
teaching staff of the province, is. a most 
proper one, as was evidiinced by thd failure 
to secure two Ontario gentlemen of high 
standing as principal of our High Schoo 
last year, on tho ground tliatthey doomed 
it an indignity to be obliged to ))ass ai 
exaininatinii in all siibjecls here. On tin 
whole, we believe the logialation aske< 
for ia in tlio best interests of tho Province 
generally.

Fioin childhood ihu 
girls of the upjier classes have tlieii- fci t 
lightly l)OUii<i, and tliey are tliu.;, at tlio 
coat of years of tiutferiiig, eiiahled lo 
wear shoes about three inches long. Tho 
Chiiieso cobbler goes from house toliouse, 
aiiu announces his presence with a pecu- 
liar rattle.

SometblnK About "Z»ntu Cnrrantii." 

The word currant is said to be a cor- 
ruption of Corinth, a city from which 
once carao all tho Creek ciinunts. Tlio 
currants, commonly culled zante, are 
really raisins, produced from a grape that 
grows no larger thnn pens, like I lie 
Ainericoii wild or fox grniies, and liunga 
in bunches only threo inches long. Thc.^a 
graix's are dried In Iho sun, and tlien 
stored in bulk, where the sugar that 
exudes from them makes thoni into 
masses ko compact that they have to l)o 
dug apart by force when wanted. Tlicy 
are prepared for shijiment by being put 
into casks and packed into a solid taaea 
by being trodden by tliO' feet of ' tlw iia- 
tives. — New York Sun.

Tho incubation pei iods, or in- 
tervals occurring between exposure to 
infection and the first symptoms, are aa 
follows: Whooping cough, fourteen 
days; mumps, eighteen d;iys; meailes, 
ten daj-s; smallpox, twelve daysi scarlet 
fever, three d.ays; diphtheria, foiu'teen 
days. — Herald of Healtli.

In tho early Egyptian liieroglyphica

Of 
this family camo I,arnia, the witch of 
Crete, whoso woman's heart rendered 
her doubly sensitive to the degiiulalion 
she Buffered during her incarceration 
within her scaly prison ; nor did she, on 
renewing the pristine glory of her hu- 
man form, completely lose the essence of 
her serpent nature. Harmonia, tho wife 
of Cadmus, to be a companion in her 
husband's misfortunes, also took upon 
herself the Berpeut's shape, but being 
devoid of evil intent, never, it is said, 
ahimned, but rather sought man's pres- 
• ence. 

Perhaps it is but another form of the 
classic Hai-monia which has become fa- 
miliar to us tmder the name of Uie fairy 
Gfentilla, who, in an adder's shape, 
sought refuge with Prince Leander from 
the vengeance of the irate gardeners, but 
at the end of several days dropped her 
scaly mantle, and, arrayed in super- 
natural charnig, mimificenlly rewarded 
her protector. In some of tho later ac- 
counts of Melusina she is cited as a mem- 
ber of this sisterhood. Jean D'ArrnE 
represents her as a serpent ''enameled 
blue and white;" thus also did she pre- 
sent herself to tho commander of Lusig- 
nan, a fortress which she erected In the 
early days of her wedded happiness. If 
there he any who wonder that this union 
uf serpent and woman should have 
proved uttractivo to our ancestors, might 
not tho sinuous grace and enigmatical 
character of our own ELsie Vernier plead 
eloquently for the charms of her myth 
bom sisters? — North American Review. 



Colors of the Alpine Sky. 

When the Alpine sun i.s' setting, or, 
bettor ^till, some time after it has sot, 
leaving tho limbs and shoulders of the 
mountains Lu shadow, while their snowy 
crests are bathed by tho retreating light, 
the snow glows with a beauty and solem- 
nity hardly equaled by any other natural 
phenomenon. So, also, when first Ulum- 
uied by the rays of the unrisen sun, the 
mountain heads, under favorable atmos- 
pheric conditions, shine like rubies. And 
all tliis splehdor is evoked by the simple 
mechanism of minute particles, them- 
selves without color, suspended in tho 
air. Tliose who referred the extraordi- 
nary succession of atmospheric glows, 
witnessed some years ago, to a vast and 
violent dL<)charge of volcanio ashes, were 
dealing with "a teue cause." The fine 
floating residue of such ashes would un- 
doubtedly be able to produce tho ofTects 
ascribed to it. Still tho mechanism to 
produce the morning and evening red, 
though of variable efficiency, is always 
present in the atmosphere. I havu BL';;n 
displays, equal in magnificence to the 
finest of those above referred to, when 
when there was no special volcanic out- 
burst to which they could be referred, 
[t was the long continued repetition of 
the glows which rendered the volcanio 
theory highly probable. — Professor John 
I^ndall in The Forum.

The Chiiicsi: Tiiiii's says: — \n interest 
ing and highly ingenious experiment has 
been made by the Rev. Mr. Beach, of 
Tung Chow, to represent tho Chinese 
spoken language by a system of clear and 
simple phonetic symbols, more or less 
after the Pitman style. 'Pho basis of Mr 
Beach'.s method is the division of every 
uiouoayllabic word in Chinese into two 
compound parts, an initial and n iinal, 
'an idea already familiar to tho Ciiincse 
in the Jmich'u-h of the Wu-fang-yuan-yin, 
and tho author tinds he can accomplish 
his purpose by means of twenty-six initials 
and twonty-nine finals, of \vhich he makes 
a kind of alpliabet. There are atill a fow 
syllables which reiiuire extra symbols and 
the tunes have also to be indicated by a 
set of subsidiary marks, but tho author do 
clares th.it an educated foreigner can learn 
tho system in from two to live hours and 
a Chinoao in from ten lessons to livo 
months, according to cajiacity. 



.MIncrV .llceliiiK. 

A mass meeting of Nanaimo and Wel- 
lington miners was held in the Institute 
Hall, Nnniiiino, on Saturday last, when 
tho following resulutions were ])assod: 

(1) That we ajiply to the Minister of 
.Justice at Ottawa, through our represen- 
tative, Mr. Gordon, to ask him if it is be 
yoiid the jurisdiction of the provincial 
logislaturo to legislate on tho Chinese 
clause in our propo.sed amendments to4lie 
Milling act. Carried unaiiiniously. 

(2) That wo continue to work on 
usual, but that if aiij' coni])aiiy attempts 
to introduce Chinese underground, the 
men of that company will ceiise work im 
mediately. Carried mianiniously, 

(3) That we jiledge ourselves that we 
will never rest satislied until the Chinese 
clause becomes embudied in the Mining 
act, and that we will bring it before t" 
Icgisl/iture every session until it becoa 
law. Carried unanimously. 

(4) That we claim the last Saturday in 
every month as a general holiday througl 
out the district for the imriioso of a re- 
union of tho miners to discuss their per 
sonal grievances. Carried. 

(5) Thatwe, the miners of the district, 
repudiate the iniitilaLed aiiieiidiiioiits to 
the Mining act as presented by the min 
ers of this district, and also tho mutila- 
tion of the original statutes as it increases 
instead of decreases the dangers of the 
miners. Carried unanimously.

Tho Harrison and Eogcrs Company Give an 
Kieellent I'erfornwncn-The Play 
a Muaterplecu. 

Last evening one of the finest dramatic 
plays over witnessed by a Victoria audi- 
ence occupied tiio boards at "Tho Vic- 
toria." A synopsis of the military drama 
wa.s published in Thk Colonist on Sunday 
moriiinj^, by reference to which a fair 
conception can be gained of the merits of 
tho play. It was written by Mr. Duncan 
Bradley Harrison, a noted play-wriglit, 
who also assumes the leading role of Robert 
O'Connor (first lieutenant and paymaster 
of H.M. 22nd infantry). His acting was 
neat and afibctive. He was true in every 
respect, and his delineation of the charac- 
ter bore evidence of a careful and pains- 
taking actor. In tho prison scene Mr. 
Harrison displayed marked ability, his 
lines being spoken with perfect ease and 
precision. 

During tho scone of his escape from the 
prison the audience were so ([uiot that a 
pin could have been heard to drop, so to 
speak, so intent were they in watching 
this exciting episode, which was very 
realistic. The jump from the window 
was performed amid a flutter of ei- 
citomont, and when tho guaril tired 
u|)on tho escaping pristmor, wlio reaches 
the river in safely, a treuiendmia round 
of applause followed. Little did the en- 
thusiasticaudienco think, though, wlnit that 
jump cost cilia able actor. J ust as he was 
about to make the leap the scene slipped 
and Mr. Harrison struck the stage w ith 
such force as to sustain serious injuries, 
.^n account of which appears in another 
column. Notwithsbuiding this the actor 
carried out his part to tho end with great 
fortitude, only to fall, ahiioat fainting, 
when tho curtain fell on tho last act. 

Mr. Do Loss King, as Captain Harding, 
did that |)art justice. Mr. Morgan, as 
ReL;inald Hammersleigh, tho true friend, 
could not have ajipeared to better ad- 
vanlage. He gave a perfect [lortrayal of 
a ymuig English army otiicer and was fre- 
C|uently applauded. Larry O'Brien (Mr. 
T. F. O'Malloy) created much laughter, 
and the actor, who is a true son of II iber- 
nia, created a most favorable impression. 
R. Germame, as Sergeant Upton, also 
came in for a sliare of tlie appreciation 
shown. Miss Annie Adams, who is a 
great favorite on tho coast, and 
ii conscientious actress, played Mrs. 
Helen O'Connor, tho |)ayiiiastor's mother, 
with the (juiot dignity due to the part, but 
nevertheless with dramatic force. Her 
emotional powers were well developed in 
tho third act when she learns of the sup- 
posed death of her son. Mrs. King made 
an excellent Mrs. Capt. Harding, and Miss 
Maud Adams a charming Ethel Miley. 
The roU of Moyna Sullivan was well 
sustained by Mrs. D. B. Harrison, wiio is 
a charming and captivating actress. Mrs. 
Bkiodgood appeared as Nellie ( ^'Connor, 
which part she ably sustained, and Mr. A. 
W. Rumble gave a touching rendition of 
tho role of Sergeant Fitzgerald. Tho play 
was well mounted, the scenes beiny those 
tho company have employed through their 
western tour. Only one piece of The 
Victoria scenery was brought into requisi- 
tion.

in the present measure. Tho hon. gen- 
tloninn quoted the various acts in which 
these provisions were to be found. With 
such |)iovision8 as those on the sUtuto 
books, it was unwise to introduce any now 
measure, for Iho lesnlt might prove tho 
leB.iuiiljiy uf Uie stringency of the law al- 
ready in oxi.steiice. He ackuowKHlged 
that it was ilesirable that saloon.i and 
other places should lie clojed durini^ the 
hours of divine service, or porliaps during 
the whole day. That power, however, 
was vested in the municipal council, who 
)iad the right to pass by-laws regiilaling 
tbo matter. Ho trusted that the lic.n. 
introducer would not jml tlio bill to a 
second reading, but witlidraw it. 

Col. Baker said he would h.-ive to o\i- 
poao the bill, for Ihe reasons which 
bad been so ably advanced by the 
bon. junior member for Victoria city. Tho 
lion, gentleman drew a comparison be- 
tween tho practices of tho Rinnan Catho- 
lic and Protestant religions, and consid- 
ered tli.'it there was no diU'ereiice in the 
moral results as between the two distinct 
practices followed in oliserving the Sab- 
bath. He also cited the views held by 
Chas. Kingsley re^'ardini; .Sabbath ob- 
servance, ih.at omineiiu Englisii church 
divine having been an advocate of tho 
practice of innocent l);istiniea on Sunday 
afternoons, such as cricket, etc. Ho was 
early cut otl', and his funeral was attended 
by rupreHcntiitives of royally and every 
other class, including the workingnien, so 
highly was he esteemed. Col. Baker was 
of opinion that the proposed measure was 
uiniecossary, and he would therofore op- 
pose the second reading. 

Hon. Mr. Robson felt that ho could 
not give a silent vote on the i|Uestion. 
Ho intended to suiiiioit the measure. 
There was a good deal in what, his lion, 
cullea^ue (Hon. Mr. Uavie) had .said iu 
regard to the most of tho provisions uf 
tho bill being law already; but still ho 
ciuitended that it was desirable to have a 
Sabbath observance on the sbitute books 
of the province, in order that the jjeople 
might readily know the law without hav- 
ing to waile through old lOnglish statutes 
not accessible to the masses. But coining 
to the remarks of his lion, friend (the 
junior member for Victoria city) he felt 
.iluio.st al a loss how to characterize them. 
That lion, gentleman had launched out in 
denunciation of his own ancestors, char 
acterizing them aa puritanical liigota, and 
coinpariiiLT them with tho advanced and 
liberal frco-lhiiikeis of the prosent day. 
Now ho (Mr. Robson) coiiLuiided that 
tliose natiiMis who were foreinost in coni- 
merco, in literature, in the line art.s, in 
everything, in fact, that constituted the 
highest civilization and national influence 
and power were those who believed in the 
religion of the Bible and tho observance 
of the Christian Sabbath— the "puritani- 
cal bii,'ots" so unsparingly denounced by 
bis lion, friend. But ho conteiided that 
tho institution of the .Sabbalii could be de- 
fended on lower grounds than those of 
religion and morality. The All-wiso 
Creator liad so constituted man and beast 
that they required one day in seven as a 
day of rest, and had instituted and on- 
forced the Sabbath in their interest, for 
their jjood. In <mr own motherland the 
subject had been one that had given rise 
to o.vteiisive investigation by parliamen- 
tJiry and other commissions, and tho uni- 
form verdict was that Sabbath was good 
for man and beast, and it ill became us, 
with our limited experience, to sot our- 
selves up as wise above all others, and, 
with rash and sacrilegious hand, brush 
aside as bigoted rubbish tlio.se institutions 
which really lay at the fouudatiiui of 
Bribdn's greatnesis and influence among 
the nations. 

Mr. (Jraiit said that the .Jewish com- 
munity looked upon Saturday as a day tu 
1)0 strictly observed, but had no objection 
to transactini; business on Sunday. Ho 
thought it would be an exhibition of in- 
tolerance tu niiiko an uiiiver.';al day of rest, 
it would be forcing our opinion on a larL;e 
number of our citizens. W'hili^ lie wmikl 
like to see a reasonable measure of re- 
striction on the Sabbath day, yet he could 
not, in jnsticu to a large portion of the 
community, vote for the second reading 
of the measure. 

Mr. lliggins said he tlionght tho lion, 
provincial secretary had dealt too severe- 
ly with tho remarks of the hon. junior 
member for Victoria city, whoso wonla 
were acarooly open to tho construction 
placed upon them. But it was also ti'iio 
that tho junior member for Victoria city 
bad given evidence of a confusion of 
ido is. Ho hiul mixed up a ijuestion of 
faith with ohe of public morals; and al- 
though we read of many persons being 
martyrized for being too religious, no one 
hud ever suffered for being too good, per- 
haps because moral people were always 
scarce. Last year ho (^Ir. Hiijuins) had 
voted against the rei)eal of tho Sunday 
observance law and he intended now lo 
vote against this bill, because it had not 
been shown that the existing law was in- 
sufHcient, What was wanted, it seemed 
to him, was an efibrt to enforce the exist- 
ing law. Had the officers of tlie )ilace 
been instructed to carry out the pro- 
visions of tho Sunday law I and if ao, 
had they reported that the law was not 
woi'kable ? There was no evidence of 
either. Then where was the necessity fur 
this biir^ Let the leader of the f^ovorn- 
meiit, if he was sincere in his arguments, 
issue instructions to the police to put the 
law in motion and the house could then 
watch its eflbcts. Many years ago he had 
seen a old print of a puritan father who, 
on Monday morning, was eng.aged in 
hanging the household cat for having 
killed a mouse on Sunday. Mo had also 
heard of tho Blue Laws of Connecticut 
HUoted by the hon. iiieniber for Victoria 
city, under which a man was lined for 
kissing his wife on Sunday; but the his- 
tdrian further recorded that although the 
pilgrim fathers prevented a man kissing 
his own wife they forgot to provide against 
his ki.ssiiig any other man's wife, and tho 
consequences were disastrous to the good 
moralty of tho colony, (Laughter.) 
For the reasons he had stated he should 
vote against the biU. 

The second reading was lost oa the fol- 
lowing division:

Mr. Robson said that when ho 
placed tho bill on the notice paper ho un- 
derstood that the Vancouver people de- 
sired certain amendments, but since then 
he had learned that there was a very de- 
cided opposition to any amendment being 
made. IIo therefore did not pursue the 
matter any further, and had handed the 
bill over to his hon. colleague. 

Mr. Speaker said tho bill had never 
been printed, 

URANVILLG agUATTEBS. 

Mr.jjA^op, pniia ;,que8^^ 
asked iliie hon. leader of the government 
when an answer would be given in the 
matter of the Granville siiuatiers ? 

After some laughable passages botwoon

After coii.siderable discussion the follow- 
ing figures were iixed aa the rate to be 
paid: F or timber leases, 15 cents per acre; 
for each 1,000 feet, 50 cents royalty. 

.Special licenses issued are not to exceed 

I,()OU acres, and the price ia raised from 
SIO to f-M. All amendment was added 
providing for the tenewal of tho lioonso, 
if desired. 

(ieueral licenses wore fixed at ?ilO, to 
be granted only tu hand-luggers. 

After jiassing clauses up to 20, tho 
coniniiltee reported progress. 

Mr. Speaker left the eliuir at six o'clock. 

EVENING SESSION. 
Mr. Speaker took the chair at 8 o'clock. 

L.IND AlVr. 

House went into committee on tho 
Land Act A iiiendinent Bill, Mr. Higgins 
in tho chair. 

After p.issing the several clauses of tho 
bill down to clause 34, 

Mr. liulu moved the insertion of the 
fullowiiig as clause 35: Notwithstanding 
anything in any Act, Ordinance, or Pro- 
claiiiatioii coutained, a Crown grant in 
tho I'cuin Number? in the Schedule to 
the •'Land Act, 1884," of the fee simple 
of and in the lands mentioned in the cir- 
tilicate of improvement shall issuo to any 
person who is the holder of a certificate 
of improvement, upon payment for the 
lands in rospect whereof the said certifi- 
cate was issued, at the rate of one dollar 
per acre. 

Hon. Mr. Rubsiin ubjected strongly to 
the passa'^e of this clause, as to do so 
Would he simply to plunder tho public 
trea.sury. This was an indirect effort to 
secure legislation to effect the sale of 
certain valuable lauds on tho line of rail- 
way between New Westminster and Van- 
couver which tho government, owing to 
their great incroaso in value, had decided 
only to dispose of hy public auction. 

After siuue discussion as to wholhor tho 
proposed clause was in order, 

Hon. Mr. Davie characterized the 
clause, as an attempt to obtain indi.rectly 
\vhat the house decided not to do directly 
tho other day. 

Mr. Bole thought it hard that tho poor 
man could not obfjiin what was hia due. 
However, if the huuse did not agree with 
the elau.'ie it could lie voted down. 

Mr. Beavun said while generally agree- 
ing with his hon. friend, he should oppose 
him in this iiislanoo and vote against the 
clause. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said the granting of 
these crown lauds upon a cortilicato of 
improvement would bo a glaring injustice 
to the peojjlo of the pruvinco under the 
jiretence of beneliting sumo alleged poor 
man; l>ut if tho real facts of the case 
were known it would make hon. mem- 
bers hair stand upon their heads. (Laugh- 
ter.) 

Mr. Bole said ho hoped that observation 
did not apply to the bald-headed mem 

hors. (Laui^hter.) 

After some furtlier discussion theolause 

was carried, 11 to 10. 

Clause ;i(l, also pro|)osed by Mr. Bole, 
reads as folloivs: "Nothwitlislanding any- 
thing in any act, ordinance, or proclama- 
tion contained, a Crown (^rantin the form 
No. 7 in the schedule to the "Land Act, 
1884," of the fee siiujile of and in tho 
lands mentioned in the pre-emption re 
cord, shall issue to any person who is the 
holder of a pre-em]itiun claim acipiired 
duriiiL; or previous to the yeai 1878 by 
|)ro-einption, purchase, descent, or other- 
wise, u]ion ii.iyinont of one dollar per acre 
for tho lands luentionod in the pre-emp 
tiou record, and upon proof that pennan 
ent improvements have been made there 
on to the value of two dollars and fifty 
cent« per aero. " 

The clause carried. 

The committee rose, reported progress 
and asked leave to .sit ai,'ain.
